GEORGE RICHARDS MINOT 


See “A Genealogical Record of the Minot Family in America and 
England” by Joseph Grafton Minot, privately printed 1897, Boston”. 
From the pages 5 to 8 the short account below is taken. See also the 
original genealogy, signed by the heads of the families. (J.J. M. has 
this.) 


The name of Minot in England has been found as early as 1202. 
The name probably came from France’. The name has been spelt 
in various ways. 

Thomas Mynot of Saffron Walden, Essex, England, the earliest of 
the name from whom the American family can prove descent, was a 
man of education and wealth. He married the daughter of Thomas 
de Hasilden” of Little Chesterford (born 1332; died 1401). Thomas 
de Hasilden was a descendant of Charlemagne, Alfred the Great and 
William the Conqueror. In the Vincent manuscript at the College of 
Arms, London, can be seen the arms of “Thomas Mynot, Esq., of Saf- 
fron Walden, Secretary to the Abbot of Walden.’’ The position of 
secretary was only an honorary one. Ina ‘‘Survey of the Manors of the 
Abbey of Walden” (1399), John, son of Thomas, left his property to his 
son William Mynot, who had one son, John. This John divided his 
property among his three sons. Robert Minot, the second son, left his 
property to five children, viz., John the elder, John the younger and 
three daughters. John Minot the elder, by his wife Anne, had five 
children. George Minot, the emigrant to America in 1630, was the 
second son of John the elder. 

“Walden®’, called by the Saxons, Veal-Deny, in Doomsday Book 
Welsduna, and Saffron Walden from the great quantity of Saffron 
that grows there, is situated near the borders of Cambridgeshire. 

It is a place of considerable antiquity and has been in the possession 
of several of the nobility, particularly the Howards, ever since the 
Norman Conquest. In the first years of the reign of King Stephen, a 
Privy of Benedictine Monks was founded there by Mandeville, Earl of 
Essex. Inthe reign of Richard I it was made an Abbey, being valued 
when the returns were made in the reign of Henry VIII at the annual 
sum of £372.18.1. In the reign of Edward VI it received a Charter of 
Incorporation, and its privileges were enlarged by William and Mary so 
that at present it is governed by a Mayor, 24 Aldermen, a Treasurer 
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and two assistants, called Chamberlains. The town is large, well 
built, and the streets well paved and clean. The church is a neat 
Gothic structure and it is the monument of Lord Audley, who was 
High Chancellor of England in the latter end of the reign of Henry VIII, 
but the place is chiefly noted for culture of Saffron. The free school 
in this town was founded and endowed by Edward VI and many 
gentlemen of great learning have had their education init. The dis- 
tance from London is forty-three miles. 

“Out of the ruins of Walden Abbey was built Audley End by Thomas 
Howard, son of the Duke of Norfolk in the reign of James I, and it 
was reckoned not only the largest but also the most magnificent Palace 
at that time in England.” 


In 1369 we find Laurence Minot (the poet) remitting money for 
wood in Cressy Forest, France. (J. J. M. has his poems.) 


) 


The name of Minot” from its termination ‘‘ot’’ would seem to be 
of Norman or French origin. The French Minot is an abbreviation of 
Guilleminot. This last is derived from Guillemin and thence back to 
Guillem or Guillaume (William). 

There are Minots in France and England now. 

The name of Minot was spelt in many ways © © © The earliest 
Minot in England was Petrus Minnot 1202; Minniot; 1272 Minot; 1289 
Minoth; 12904 Myniot; 1297 Mynot, Mynoth; 1308 Minotz; 1363 
Minot; 1542 Mynott; 1592 Minot; 1626 Peter Minnit (arrived May 4 at 
New York to be the Governor of New York); 1636 Mainot; 1630 (the 
emigrant) George Minnott, Mynott, and Minot; Minuit, Mainot, 
Minett, Minott ?”. 

At the present time (1936) some spell it otherwise than ‘‘Minot.” 
In the telephone directory December, 1934, for Boston there were 
twenty-four Minots and eight Minotts. 


NotE—All the Minots who were buried in the Granary Burial Ground, Boston, 
have been removed to the Minot tomb of William, 1783-1873, and George Richards, 
1813-1883, Minot, Chrysanthemuin Path at Forest Hills Cemetery. 


“Minot” was an old French measure, meaning “3 bushels,” and 
‘Minot’? was in the colony here in 1669 used as “‘legal tender’’ (Boston 
Transcript, March 4, 1935). 


The difference between the Julian calendar, ‘‘old style,’’ and the 
Gregorian calendar is ten days between 1582 and 1700, and eleven days

between 1700 and 1800. The ten and eleven are to be added to old 
style to get new style. The Gregorian calendar was adopted by 
England and her colonies in 1752, when September 3rd of that year 
was made September 14th. Before that time the year began on the 
25th of March. Usually double dating is used for the first three 
months of the year. In this genealogy all dates previous to 1732 are 


old style (probably). 


Joseph Grafton Minot in his Genealogy paid little attention to old 
and new style. He always used the name ‘‘Minot”’ in his book. 
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First Generation in America 


George! Minott (also his name was spelt Mynott and finally Minot 
(1, 4, 8, 22)) +hesecond son of John the elder, was b. 4 Aug. 1592;d. about 
24 Dec. 1671; baptized 1592 in the Parish Church of Saint Mary the 
Virgin, Saffron Walden, Essex, England. He married Martha 
(b. 1597; d. 23 Dec. 1657, Dorchester, Massachusetts). 

George emigrated to New England to join the Dorchester Company 
in the ‘‘Mary and John,’”’ commanded by Capt. Squeb”’, which sailed 
from Plymouth 20 March 1630, reaching Dorchester 30 May 1630 (old 
style). Henry Wolcott (ancestor of Wolcott family) was in the same 
ship 7". He settled in Dorchester. He owned much land, which is 
now Squantum. In 1633 Dorchester was the largest town in New 
England. He became a freeman 1 April 1634. The Minot house was 
built in 1633 on Chickataubut Street 8) on the farm called ‘‘Great 
lott.” The house was of wooden structure with its frame filled solidly 
with bricks to make it bullet proof. It was the oldest wooden house 
in New England when it was burnt down in Nov. 1874. (See picture in 
Joseph Grafton Minot’s Genealogy; in Antique Views of Boston by 
Stark: in Memoria! History of Boston by Justin Winsor; in Bryant and 
Guy’s United States, Vol. II; in History Magazine 1867; in Appleton’'s 
Journal 1874.) His position in Dorchester was one of prominence. 
On 28 October 1634 he was one of the ten men chosen “to order the 
affairs of Dorchester Plantation.” He was a ruling elder of the church 
for thirty years. He was the second of seven men who signed the 
Church Covenant, 23 August 1636. This was the first meeting house in 
Dorchester and the frst in the Bay. He was a representative of the 
Great and General Court in 1635 and 1636, and he was there September 
8, 1636, when the vote to create Harvard College was passed. (‘“The 
Founding of Harvard College,’ by S. E. Morison, Cambridge, H. U. 
Press 1935.) He was contemporary with Elder Humphrey, and it is 
said that the following lines were once to be found in the old Burying 
Ground, “‘Here lies the bodies of Unite Humphrey and Shining Minot, 
such names as these, they never die not.” 

George Minot brought over a wooden rocking cradle. It is now in 
the Old State House, Washington Street and State Street, Boston 
(see a picture of it in Joseph Grafton Minot's Genealogy). 

During King Philip’s War in 1675°”, ‘one Sunday morning” in sermon 
time, ‘a straggler from King Philip’s band came to the Minot house 
and tried to enter. A maid servant and two young children were alone 
in the house. She concealed the children beneath two brass kettles. 
She took the family musket and prepared herself to defend her castle.

The Indian discharged his gun but his aim was poor. The girl was 
more successful, for her shot hit the intruder in his shoulder. Furious, 
the Indian dropped his gun and tried to get in at the window. The 
brave girl filled a shovel with live coal and thrust it in his face. He 
yelled and fled to the woods, where he was found dead.” 

George Minot died December 1671. The Rev. Josiah Flynt (an 
ancestor of the Jackson family) was ordained pastor of the First Church 
of Dorchester December 1671. His first ministerial! function was the 
burial of George Minot™, 

The Town Record said, ‘‘His death was much lamented by the town 
whose weal he sought and liberties defended’ ©). 


Note—the estate of George Minot amounted to £277.7.7. 


He had the following children; the first four were born in England 
and were baptized at the Parish Church, Saffron Walden; the first one 
was baptized 11 July 1624; buried 20 May 1626 at Saffron Walden. 
The Dorchester Church record on the fly-leaf gives the birthdays of 
the last ones. 2-John, b. 2 April 1626; 3-James, b. 31 Dec. 1628; d. 
30 March 1676; 4-Stephen, b. 2 May 1631; d. 16 Feb. 1671/2; 5-Sam- 
uel, b. 8 Dec. 1635; d. 18 Dec. 1690. 


A memorial tablet to George Minot was erected in the Church of 
Saint Mary the Virgin, Saffron Walden, England, in 1914”.

Capt. John? Minot, second child of George’ (John’, George!) (b. 
in England 2 April 1626; d. Dorchester 12 Aug. 1669), married (1) by 
Governor Dudley 19 May 1647 to Lydia (b. * dz-25-Jan. 1667), 
dau. Nicholas and Joyce Butler of Dorchester and Martha's Vineyard. 

He married (2) Mary, the widow of John Biggs, dau. of John Dassett, 
who survived him. Shed. July 1677. John was not a freeman until 
1665. This delay was due to his persistence in refraining from member- 
ship in the church, which was a qualification fora freeman. In 1660a 
controversy arose regarding the baptism of John Minot’s children. 
3 August 1664 the Great and General Court passed an order repealing 
the said qualification as to being a church member and he then became 
a freeman. He was selectman 1661 to 1668. Commissioner 1668 and 
1669. He died 12 Aug. 1669. His estate was appraised at £978.5. 

He had six children, all by his first wife.

Stephen was his fourth child, b. 10 Aug. 1662, Dorchester; d. 5 Nov. 
1732, Boston.

Stephen’ Minot, fourth child of John? (Stephen’, John’, George'), 
-b. 10 Aug. 1662, Dorchester; d. 5 Nov. 1732, Boston. Married 1 Dec. 
"1686, Mercy (b. 1 March 1666; d. —— after Stephen), dau. Capt. 
Christopher and Rebecca Clarke. Capt. Clarke owned vessels and 
“frequently voyaged between England and New England” (Proc. Colo- 
nial Soc., Vol. XII). He was admitted a freeman 1673. Stephen after 
he was of age removed from Dorchester to Boston. He resided on the 
west side of Sudbury Street. The house and land had belonged to Henry 
and Mehitable Minot Messenger®; Henry died; she conveyed the 
house and land to her first cousin, Stephen Minot, for £220, 11 July 
1687. He owned 2 acres there between Derne and Cambridge streets 
and west of Hancock Street. He had a ropewalk there and sold 
it 1731. There is a “Minot” building there opposite Court Street 
now (1936). He was a member of Brattle Street Church (J. J. M. has 
a silver tankard that came from Brattle Street Church). Stephen 
was a leading merchant. He owned vessels and went as the captain 
sometimes. He owned a wharf. He held the offices successively of 
captain and colonel in the militia. He was a justice of the peace; 
selectman 1707, 1708 and 1723-1735; prominent in town affairs; one of 
a committee of thirty to draw up a charter of incorporation for the 
town of Boston; fire warden, his badge of office was a staff six feet long 
and beheaded with bright brass. He owned the famous ‘George 
Tavern,” nigh Roxbury gate, 1705. His son Stephen sold it 1738. He 
owned with Andrew Faneuil ‘‘Minot’s'’’ T Wharf at the end of Long 
Wharf, State Street. He owned pew 29 in King’s Chapel, then Episco- 
palian. 


Fourth Generation 


Stephen! Minot, second child of Stephen’ (Stephen‘, Stephen’, 
John,? George!) (b. 27 Oct. 1688; d. before his second wife, 1768, at 
Jamaica). Married (1) Sarah, 22 Sept. 1710 (b. -d. 21 Oct. 1711), 
oldest dau. of Col. Francis Wainwright of Ipswich. She had one child, 
Stephen, b. 21 Sept. 1711. Married (2) Mary, 1 Jan. 1713 (b. 1691; 
d. 25 Dec. 1768 at Jamaica), dau. of Capt. John Brown, of Marblehead. 
She had eleven children. Stephen lived in Boston™ most of his life, 
engaged in business, a merchant. He owned, 1708, the land on Fleet 
Street “from William’s Corner, nigh Jonas Clarke’s, to the sea by 


Scarlet’s Wharf which is next to Christopher Clarke’s Wharf.” In_

1742 Stephen‘ Minot presented to Worcester (Mass.) Art Museum a 
silver tankard, which is there now. 


Col. Francis Wainwright, third son of Francis who came from 
Chelmsford, Essex County, England, in 1630 to Massachusetts. He 
settled in Ipswich in 1637. He was in the Pequot War 1637 and Indian 
War 1645. Hewasa merchant and wealthy. He died 19 May 1692. 
Col. Francis Wainwright was born 25 Aug. 1664; died 3 Aug. 1711. 
He married Sarah Whipple, b. - d. 16 March 1709. He was a 
representative in the Great and General Court. Hewasa justice. He 
was a “Fellow Commoner” at Harvard College in 1685; “proved 
scandalously guilty of breaking ye 3, 8 and 9 commandments of ye 
moral law.” In the inventory of Harvard College utensils belonging 
to the buttery is recorded “one goblet given by Mr. Francis Wain- 
wright, fellow commoner.” (See “Collection of Harvard College 
Records,” Vols. 15 and 16, transactions of Colonial Society of Massa- 


chusetts.

Stephen’, only child of first wife of Stephen‘ (Stephen’, Stephen’, 
Stephen, John’, George') (b. 21 Sept. 1711; d. 14 Jan. 1787). Married 
10 June 1736 Sarah (b. 30 March 1719; d. 10 June 1783), only dau. of 
Jonas Clarke of Boston. * hey had ten children. Stephen graduated 
from Harvard College 1730 A.B. He was one of the leading merchants 
of Boston®”. He lived-in Spring Lane on the corner of Devonshire 
Street and his father lived there before. He was one of the original 
founders and pew holders, number 29, at King’s Chapel after King’s 
Chapel became Unitarian under the influence of Rev. James Freeman... 
It was an Episcopal Church before (see Stephen’, third generation, who 
owned pew 29 then. 1934 the pew was given to the church). He and 
J. Madcarone signed papers ‘‘to advance pay to the officers 1779.’ 
(J.J. M.hasone.) 

[His oldest son, Jonas Clarke Minot, b. 20 Aug. 1738; d. ; 
married 23 June 1777 Hannah Speakman, dau. Capt. Thomas Speak- 
man. Their daughter Hannah married William Gordon Weld. He 
was the ancestor of Marian Linzee Weld (b. 11 May 1893), dau. of 
Christopher Minot Weld, who married George Richards Minot (b. 
2 Dec. 1885) 29 June 1915. George Richards Minot is a descendant 
of George Richards’ Minot, the youngest son of Stephen’, fifth

George Richards’ Minot, youngest son of Stephen® (George Rich- 
ards®, Stephen’, Stephen‘, Stephen’, John ?, George’) (b. 22 Dec. 1758; 
d. 2 Jan. PR An older brother was named George. He died as a 
baby. So ‘Richards’ was added to ‘‘George”’ orn the name of a 
citizen of Boston and an intimate friend of the family’. He was born 
in his father’s house on Spring Lane corner of Devonshire Street, 
where a Minot Building isnow. He lived and died there. In 1767 he 
entered the South Latin School in Boston, where his diligence, discre- 
tion and decorum made him the favorite pupil of his teacher, John 
Lovell. In July 1774 he matriculated at Harvard College“ and 
attracted the attention of his tutor, John Wadsworth, by his amiable 
manners and his love of books. When Wadsworth died in 1777 Minot 
established a reputation as a public speaker with the funeral oration 
which he was selected to deliver. As a consequence, he was chosen 
to pronounce the valedictory address at the time he took his second 
degree (A.M.), in July 1781. He had taken his A.B. degree 1778 (A.B. 
means Artium Baccalaureus). He married 28 Feb. 1783 Mary (or 
Marian), dau. Capt. Thomas Speakman, whose wife was Anna 
Jenkins’. (Speakman was scalped by an Indian. See pamphlet, 
privately printed June 1934 by J.J. M.) Mary Speakman was b. 26 
Sept. 1754; d. 28 Aug. 1811. 

He studied law in the office of the Hon. Judge Tudor, and with him 
was Fisher Ames, Harvard 1774. They were friends ever afterwards. 
In November 1781 both he and Ames were admitted to the Bar of 
Massachusetts. 

His office was at 39 Genre Street. His sign was hung on an apple 
tree. (His descendants who were lawyers had their office there for 
four generations.) In 1781, through the influence of Judge Tudor, he 
was appointed clerk of the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
in the first Great and General Court which met after the adoption of 
the new Constitution in 1780. From 9 January to 7 February 1788, 
he served as secretary of the convention called to eas the ratitica- 
tion of the Federal Constitution. There were 355 at the convention, 
187 voted ‘‘yea’’; 168 ‘‘nay”’ 28): 

His most intimate friend was the Rev. James Freeman, pastor of 
the King’s Chapel, who converted the church from an Episcopalian to 
an Unitarian church, the first one in America. Freeman had lived 
with him until he married Mrs. Martha Clarke, who had a son named 
James Freeman Clarke, 1788. In February 1792 he was appointed a 
‘‘Tudge of Probate of the county of Suffolk”; 1799 Chief Judge of Com-

mon Pleas (George R. Minot, b. 1885, owns the Certificate, signed by 
John Hancock, appointing George Richards Minot 1758-1802 to this 
position); r800 Judge of Municipal Court of Boston. He delivered an 
oration on the anniversary of the Boston Massacre of 1770 on 5 March 
1782. He was a member of the Amicable Fire Society; and president 
of the Charitable Fire Society 1800-1802, and delivered an address 
there. He was one of the original ten members of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, founded in 1791; librarian 1793-1795 and treasurer 
1796-1799. He was a founder of the Massachusetts Mutual Fire In- 
surance Company. He wasa Fellow of the American Academy of the 
Arts and Sciences and vice-treasurer 1798-1802. He was one of the 
founders of the ‘‘Boston Magazine,’’ the earliest periodical of much 
celebrity in New England. He had already made his mark as the 
historian of Shay’s Rebellion, ‘‘The History of the Insurrections 1n 
Massachusetts in the year 1786 and the Rebellion Consequent There- 
on,” published at Worcester in 1788 by Isaiah Thomas. A second 
edition was published at Boston in 1810 by James W. Burditt & Co. 
He wrote ‘‘Continuation of the History of the Province of Massachu- 
setts Bay from the year 1748.” It began where Thomas Hutchinson's 
History of Massachusetts Bay ends. The first volume was published 
in 1798, and the second volume was published posthumously in 1803. 
One of the last things he did, when he was very sick, was to write and 
deliver, on g January 1800, an eulogy on George Washington. “A 
whole edition of my eulogy was sold in one day,” he said. Thus a 
second edition was published in Boston and another in London, Eng- 
land. Massachusetts had a state lottery in 1790. The tickets were 
signed by George R. Minot. Harvard College had a lottery in 1794— 
the tickets were signed by George R. Minot. (See ‘‘Three Centuries of 
Harvard, 1636-1936,” by S. E. Morison; H. U. Press, 1936, p. 173.

The Rev. James Freeman preached a sermon, and with some modi- 
fications published it®” as a memoir of George Richards Minot, to- 
gether with some notes concerning him and in part taken from his 
Journal. The printed memoir is entitled®” “Character of the Hon. 
George Richards Minot, Esq., Judge of Probate Court in the County of 
Suffolk, and Judge of the Municipal Court in Boston: extracted from 
an Eulogy delivered a few days after his death.” 

Minot’s biography appears in the ‘““American Dictionary of National 
Biography.” 

Minot’s son William wrote a sketch of the life of his father, published 
in Polyanthos Magazine (Boston) March 1806. This sketch was re- 
printed privately in 1873 and distributed to members of the family. 
(J. J. M. has a copy of the Polyanthos Magazine.) The Boston Ga- 
zette, Jan. 4, 7, 1802, and the Columbian Centinel and Mass. Federal- 
ist, Jan. 6, 20, 1802, contain paragraphs concerning George Richards 
Minot 1758-1802.” Henry Whitney Minot wrote the Life of George 
Richards Minot as his thesis for a course in history at Harvard Univer- 
sity 1917. (This is not printed, but there are several typewritten 
copies.) 


Speakman Genealogy 
A Short Account 

Speakman”, William, b. 1685 at Lancashire, England; came to 
Boston 1716. Married Hannah Hackerel 25 Oct. 1719 at the King’s 
Chapel (then Episcopalian). “‘He was an eminent and wealthy baker; 
one of the rarest instances of industry and diligence that perhaps there 
is in this country.’’ The committee to build Trinity Church on 
Summer Street corner of Bishop’s Alley, now Hawley Street, bought 
the land of William Speakman, 25 April 1728. The corner stone was 
laid 15 April 1734. Church was occupied 15 Aug. 1735. He was first 
warden. This church was built because there were no more pews to be 
had at King’s Chapel. Thomas Speakman, son of William (b. 3 Jan. 
1721/2; d. 18 Jan. 1757), whose house was on Milk Street or Battery- 
march Street, was burnt up in the great fire 20 March 1760. He mar- 
ried Mary Warner about 1739. She was b. ; d. 20 Jan. 1809. 
He owned much land in the town of Marlboro and was living there at 
the time he died (scalped by Indian at Ticonderoga). His children 
were William, 30 Sept. 1740; Gilbert Warner, 7 Nov. 1747; Hannah, 
1 Nov. 1749; Sarah, 27. Oct. 1751; Mary, 26 Sept. 1754. (Hannah 
married Jonas Clarke Minot, b. 1738. Mary married George Richards 
Minot, b. 1758.) 3

James Freeman, whose ancestor was Samuel Freeman, came from 
Devonshire, England, to Watertown in 1630. His son Samuel mar- 
ried, 12 May 1658, Mercy, dau. of Constant Southworth of Duxbury. 
Constant Freeman was 6th generation from Samuel, the immigrant. 
Constant™® married Louis Cobb, 19 Sept. 1754, at Truro, Barnstable 
County. He lived in Charlestown. They had: Constant, b. 24 Feb. 
1757; James*® © b. 22 April 1759; Ezekiel, b. 21 Jan. 1762; Lois, 
Ba? Aug. 1764; eect b. 25 June 1769. 

The following notice was served on the Freeman family: “April 1765 
Constant Freeman, his wife, his sons, James and Ezekiel with the 
daughter Lois, last from Charlestown came to this town on the 10" 
day last July, warned in his majesty’s name to depart this town of 
Boston in 14 days. 15 April 1765 Sabony Cobb, sister of the above 
named, Mrs. Lois Freeman, in School Lane warned in his majesty’s 
name to depart the town of Boston in 14 days.’”’ (The above is a copy 
and is not signed—J. J. M. owns this copy.) 

They went to Canada. (See article on Constant Freeman in the 
Magazine of American History June 1878 (4) Which gives more in- 
formation about what they did and how they came back from Canada.) 

22 April 1759, became minister of King’s Chapel and con- 
verted the Chapel from Episcopalian to Unitarian. He lived, after 
marrying Mrs. Martha Clarke of Newton in 1788, on School Street 
below the chapel and then in Newton. He had no children. Lois 
Freeman, b. 12 Aug. 1764, married 7 March 1786 Daniel Davis, b. 
1762, Solicitor General of Massachusetts. Their daughter Louisa 
Davis married William Minot, b. 1783; d. 1873.

Minot, only son of George Richards’ Minot (William/’, 
George Richards’, Stephen’, Stephen‘, Stephen’, John’, George'), was 
born 17 Sept. 1783 in the house on Spring Lane where his father and 
grandfather lived; died 2 June 1873 at his house, 61 Beacon Street, in 
his goth year. Harvard A.B. 1802, A.M. 1805. He was a lawyer 
(the Law School did not begin until 1817). Married Louisa Davis“, 
29 July 1810 (b. 10 May 1788; d. 21 Jan. 1858), dau. of Daniel 
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18 Ancesiors and Descendants of 


Davis, Solicitor-General of Massachusetts, and Lois, daughter of 
Constant and Lois (Cobb) Freeman, brother of Rev. James Freeman, 
Minister of King’s Chapel. Louisa Davis was the oldest of 13 chil- 
dren. The youngest of the 13 Davis children was Rear Admiral 
Charles Henry Davis. He lived in Cambridge. He and his younger 
sisters were about as old as the children of William Minot. (The first 
time Louisa Davis saw William Minot he was walking behind the 
coffin of his father, George Richards Minot, to the King’s Chapel. 
She said, ‘‘He was the handsomest man I ever saw.”’) William Minot 
first lived on Charles Street. All the children were born there; Mary, 
b. 1 Nov. 1811; d. 18 Feb. 1882, unmarried; George Richards, b. 29 
Oct. 1813; d. 4 Dec. 1883; William, b. 7 April 1817; d. 26 Feb. 1894; 
Harvard University A.B. 1836, LL.B. 1840; Francis, b. 24 Dec. 1818; 
d. 22 Feb. 1819; Francis, b. 12 April 1821; d. 11 May 1899; Harvard 
Iniversity A.B. 1841, M.D. 1844, A.M. (Hon.) Trinity 1860; Julia, 
b. 23 Jan. 1823; d. 22 March 1875, unmarried. 1824 William Minot 
moved to 61 Beacon Street, which he built. In 1825 all the houses on 
Beacon Street from Charles Street were burnt, the last one, 61, was 
burnt the least of all. In the back yard of Number 61 a horse-chestnut 
tree was planted 1824. It is there now, 1936, and very big. His law 
office was 39 Court Street, where his father’s was; his son William and 
his grandchildren who were lawyers had their office there also. He 
practised his profession for 65 years. In the summer he lived at 
“Woodbourne,”’ Bourne Street, Forest Hills, West Roxbury, later a 
part of Boston. The name ‘‘Woodbourne’”’ was chosen by Julia Minot 
from Mr. Mannering’s Place in Guy Mannering, Waverley Novels. 
Mr. Minot’s two sons, George Richards and William, lived there too. 
His daughters lived with him. 

Among his college classmates were many prominent men. His 
classmates raised a fund, he was the treasurer of it. He was the last 
survivor of the class. The fund was given to Harvard College for the 
aid of poor students. He managed many millions of dollars as trustee. 
“It may be said almost literally not a dollar was lost.’”’ He was the 
trustee of the Franklin (Benjamin) fund. In 1804 the fund was $4000. 
In 1868 it was $125,000. He probably had more trusts than anyone 
in Massachusetts. He was a member of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society and was connected with many charitable organizations. He 
read a great deal and remembered what he had read. He wrote a 
sketch of his father, George Richards Minot, for the Polyanthus in 1806, 
a periodical long extinct. His wife, Louisa, was married when she 
was 22. She went every day to see her father and mother in Somerset 
Street so long as they lived. ‘‘She partook of the social gaieties with-

out being absorbed by them”®. To her, society was a stimulant to 
earnest studies and relaxation from serious labor. She had the advan- 
tage of instruction from her uncle James Freeman... . The minds of 
both were singularly sound and clear... . Both had a sweetness of tem- 
per so absolute that one wondered whether it was the result of philos- 
ophy or the gift of Heaven.”’ She drew and painted very well. Some 
of her pictures are still owned by the family. Her domestic duties were 
means, notanend. They occupied only a portion of her time and left 
her mind unencumbered and at ease for the education of her children 
and for a generous participation in charities. For thirty years she was 
President of the Bethesda Society and for many years President of 
the Franklin Infant School. She was a writer. Periodicals were 
enriched by her contributions. She wrote one of the best juvenile 
stories, The Talisman. Her popular treatise on perspective is admira- 
ble for the exactness and clearness of its instruction. She thoroughly 
understood the science as well as art of drawing, and practice of that 
and painting in water colors and oil. She imparted her knowledge 
to large numbers of the children of her friends and to hosts of young 
teachers from the public schools, who converted what they learned 
to capital for themselves. The cheerfulness, the patience and sweet- 
ness with which she received and waited on them in her elegant house 
must have taught them something much higher than any accomplish- 
ment. These powers she applied to the philosophy of social and 
domestic life, where her feelings entered, giving warmth and brilliancy 
to all the fibers of those immemorial hearts, which looked up to her for 
advice, instruction and sympathy. She volunteered to teach drawing 
in the public schools. 

Faithful as a wife, a mother, a sister and a friend; judging others as 
she would be judged; her life was marked by obedience to Christian 
laws. She was a remarkably happy woman. The great secret of this 
was her love of employment. She was never idle. 


His daughter Mary, oldest child and not married, was very nice 
and did much for her nieces and nephews, 16 in all. She drew and

The Davis family came from Northamptonshire, England, as early 
as 1630 and went to Barnstable, Cape Cod. Daniel Davis, b. 1713; 
d. 23 April 1799 there. He was a judge of common pleas, the first in 
Barnstable. He married twice. His second wife was a descendant of 
Capt. John Davis of the Indian Wars. Their only child was Daniel, 
b. 8 May 1762; d. 1835. He married Lois Freeman, b. 12 Aug. 
1764; d. -dau. of Constant Freeman (see The Magazine of Ameri- 
can History, June 1878, page 349) and sister of James Freeman, b. 17609, 
of King’s Chapel. They had 13 children. The oidest, Louisa, married 
William Minot. The other children were Frederick Hersey, Alicia, 
Julia, Helen, Margaret, Constant, Daniel; Charles Henrv, b. 16 Jan. 
1807 in the Somerset Street house. Daniel, b. 1762, was a lawyer and 
eminent at the Massachusetts Bar. He was awarded an honorary 
degree, A.M., by Harvard College 1797. He first set led at Portland, 
then Falmouth, in the Province of Maine; moved to Boston 1800; 
built a house on Somerset Street. He was for 30 years Solicitor General 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Later he built a large house 
in Cambridge. Radcliffe College started in tis house. His son, Charles 
Henry Davis, b. 16 Jan. 1807; d. 18 Feb. 1877; m. 1842 Harriette 
Blake Mills, dau. Hon. Elijah Hunt Mills of Northampton, U. S. 
Senator. Her sister married Benjamin Peirce, professor of Mathe- 
matics at Harvard. Charies Henry Davis lived on Quincy Street, 
Cambridge. He was in the Navy and did splendid work. 1863 he 
became a Rear Admiral. His children were Constant Freeman, Har- 
vard 1864 A.B.; 1866 LL.B. Constant was born 28 Aug. 1845; died 
27 Dec. 1867; Charles Henry entered the Navy; married Louisa 
Quackenbush of Albany; he wrote the Life of his father; Francis Du 
Pont, Harvard 1870, died 1879, a banker in New York; Anna Mills 
married Henry Cabot Lodge, Harvard 1871 A.B. He had several 
honorary degrees. He was in the U. S. Congress 1887-1893, Senator 
1893-1924, when he died; Evelyn (Daisy) married Brooks Adams, no 
child: Louisa (Isa) married J. Henly Luce. They had a son, Stephen, 
who married Helen Gay Wheelwright, dau. of George, of Bangor, 
Maine, but had no child. All the Davises were very amusing. They 
stayed at George R. Minot’s, 1813-1883, house at “Woodbourne” 
often. and for months at a time, and some for years.

George Richards’ Minot, oldest son of William’ Minot (George 
Richards’, William7, George Richards’, Stephen’, Stephen‘, Stephen’, 
John?, George’), born on Charles Street, Boston, 29 Oct. 1813; died 
4 Dec. 1883 at ‘Woodbourne,”’ Forest Hills, West Roxbury, now 
Boston. Married 11 Jan. 1841 Harriet Jackson (b. 28 June 1813; 
d. 29 Dec. 1886, both Boston), by Rev. F. W. P. Greenwood at King’s 
Chapel. She was the daughter of Dr. James Jackson (b. 2 Oct. 1777 
in Newburyport; d. 27 Aug. 1867 in Boston), son of Jonathan Jackson 
(b. 5 June 1743; d. 5 March 1810, both Boston), whowas 5th generation 
from Edward Jackson, the immigrant, 1605-1691. Dr. James Jackson 
married (1) 2 Oct. r8o01 in Beverly, Elizabeth, daughter of Andrew and 
Lydia (Dodge) Cabot of Beverly, b. 15 April 1776; d. 10 Nov. 1817 in 
Boston. Married (2) 24 Dec. 1818 in Boston, Sarah Cabot, sister 
of his first wife, baptized 24 Oct. 1779 in Beverly; d. 27 Sept. 1861 in 
Boston. She signed her name Harriet Minot. The Jacksons @ pod t20) 
are descended from Christopher Jackson and Susan Johnson, 
London, England. Their son Edward came to America 1643 to New 
Town (Newton) (Cambridge). He owned several hundred acres 
of land in various places. He was a man of some wealth. He was 
a “nailor.”” (Jonathan Jackson lived at one time on Blue Hill Avenue, 
Milton, just across the bridge over the Neponset river. Then he went 
to Newburyport to be with his classmate John Lowell.) Dr. Jackson 
was the “beloved physician.” Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, whose 
wife was Amelia, daughter of Judge Charles Jackson, older brother of 
Dr. James Jackson, said: “I have seen many noted British and French 
and American practitioners, but I never saw the man so altogether 
admirable at the bedside of the sick as Dr. James Jackson... . To 
visit at Massachusetts General Hospital with Dr. Jackson was a 
medical education.” Dr. James Jackson and Dr. John Warren 
were instrumental in founding the Massachusetts General Hospital. 
It was finally opened for patients in 1821. He was the first physician 
there and Hersey Professor of Theory and Practice of Physic at the 
Harvard Medical School. All his children were by his first wife. 
They were Elizabeth Cabot who m. Dr. Charles G. Putnam; James 
died unmarried soon after he received his M.D. degree; Lydia Cabot 
m. Charles Storer Storrow; Harriet m. George Richards Minot; 
Francis Henrv m. Sarah Boott; Susan Cabot m. Charles Jackson, her 
cousin, son of Judge Charles Jackson. Dr. Jackson lived on Congress

and last Marlborough Street with his son Francis®?. Ann Hutchin- 
son, 1591-1643, was an ancestor of the Jacksons. There is a bronze 
statue of her in front of the State House now. (See “A Memoir of 
Dr. James Jackson” by Dr. James Jackson Putnam. See “Jonathan 
Jackson—Hannah Tracy—Their ancestors and descendants.”’ There 
are many pictures and much interesting matter in these books.)

Mr. George R. Minot did not go to college. Few did then except 
those who were to go into a profession. He first went to a school kept 
by Stephen Minot Weid in Jamaica Plain. Francis Minot Weld, 
brother of Stephen, went to this school too. Francis Minot Weld and 
George Richards Minot were of the same age, and cousins. They 
always spent Sunday evenings together, usually at the Weld house, 
Forest Hills Street (Jubes Lane), Jamaica Piain. (Christopher Minot 
Weld was his son.) After leaving Stephen Minot Weld’s schoo! he 
went to the Boston English High School, the best practical school in 
Boston. Then he entered as an apprentice®®?, when 16 years old, in 
the mercantile firm of Chandler and Howard, Central Wharf. He 
had to go from his house, 61 Beacon Street, to the office every day 
before breakfast, and make the fire, sweep the floor, dust the desks, etc. 
Then he went home to breakfast. After some years he was advanced 
to a higher position. He was paid then $10 a month. He left this 
office two years later. 

He went several times as a supercargo to Calcutta, etc. In 1839, 
when he was 26 years old, he formed the well-known partnership of 
Minot and Hooper (of Marblehead) which existed for 44 years. (The 
firm now exists, 1936, but no Minot or Hooper is in it.) The firm 
were East Indies merchants, owned ships, and continued as long as 
the East Indies business was the characteristic trade of Boston. In 
1857 their experience, capacity and pecuniary responsibility led to 
their appointment as selling agents for several manufacturing corpo- 
rations, cotton mills. George R. Minot was a director in the Old 
Boston Bank and held other similar fiduciary positions”, 

Minot and Hooper Co’s office was on Milk Street, opposite the 
‘Old South Church. Later their office was on Summer Street, near 
Kingston Street. The great fire in Boston started on Saturday eve- 
ning, 9 November 1872, ina building next to Minot and Hooper Co. and 
their office was burnt. The fire lasted two days. Everything was 
burnt to the ground from Washington Street to the water front and 
from Suminer Street to Milk Street. There was an epizootic (epi- 
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demic) among horses then. The fire engines had to be pulled by hand. 

Enginescamefromadjacent towns,andeven from Portland, Maine. The 

Militia was called out to guard everything and Harvard students 

were called to take the place of the soldiers, who had been up all night. 

(J. J. M. was among the students.) Mr. and Mrs. Minot, with their 

daughters, Louisa and Sarah, were in Europe, where they had gone 

for Mr. Minot’shealth. Acablegram was sent to him and he answered. 

Many of Minot and Hooper Co’s books were burnt. They asked 

debtors and creditors what was owed, and so settled their accounts. 

Great quantities of valuable goods were carried to private houses and 
stacked up to the ceiling and guarded by an armed force. The gas 
was turned off and much of the city was in darkness. (See “History. 
of the Great Fire in Boston” by Col. Conwell, published by B. B. 
Russell, 55 Cornhill, Boston, 1873.) 


Minot and Hooper Co. had offices in New York and owned three 
buildings there in Leonard Street, and their descendants do now, 1936. 


Mr. Minot was generous in helping others. The Lanes are de- 
scended from the Speakmans as well as the Minots. Two of the daugh- 
ters kept school in a building on Eliot Street opposite the stone church, 
Jamaica Plain. Many of George R. Minot's children went to school 
there. Jane Lane kept the school for the younger children, boys and 
girls. (J.J. M.went there.) Hersister kept a school for older girls in 
the same building. As the Lanes grew older and gave up the schools, 
they went back to Cambridge to live. Mr. Minot largely supported 
them thereafter. Their brother, George M. Lane, was professor of 
Latin at Harvard College. 


Mrs. George R. Minot was the best of wives. She was devoted to 
her children and brought them up well. She was a very good nurse 
when there was sickness in her family and that of her friends and the 
poor; for the poor she often had food cooked for them and then took 
it to the poor families. She loved the country; she knew all the 
wild flowers and taught her children to know them. She liked to 
have her house full of people, especially on Sundays. There were 
but a few neighbors, the Charles Eliot Guilds, later the Richard Olneys, 
and a mile or more away the Motleys, where the present Arnold 
Arboretum is now. 


Mr. Minot came home from his office by the 2.30 train to Forest 
Hills Station. In the afternoon he always went to drive with a pair 
of good horses and the carriage full of children or friends. 
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George Richards Minot lived after marriage, 1841, on Pinckney 
Street, opposite Louisburg Square, in winter, and in summer at ‘‘Wood- 
bourne,’ West Roxbury. His father and his brother William lived 
there in summer too. After 1849 he lived at ‘‘Woodbourne” winter 
and summer. There were many large pine trees there and much 
shrubbery; flowers and vegetable gardens; horses and cows and pigs 
and dogs. There were many acres of land—hills, level ground and 
meadows, with a brook, etc. There was a beautiful view of the Blue 
Hills, Milton. He took care of the poor people who lived near, in 
Canterbury Village. Hesaw that they had work and food, etc. 

In 1870 heand Francis M. Weld built houses alike in the Field at Bar 
Harbor, Maine. They were of the first private houses there. The 
houses were always full of young people, girls and boys. The Minots 
went there every summer for about sixty years.

“He was?” the ideal of a Boston merchant. His probity was a 
tower of strength to himself and to all who dealt with him. Com- 
mercial honor, so large an element of what is best in a commercial 
community, bore in time its perfect fruit. All who knew him felt that 
he was above and beyond temptation. What was right and honest 
was the very law of his being. His judgment was sound and conserva- 
tive. He had no taste for speculation and was too conservative to 
use his credit to any hazard of meeting his responsibilities. Though 
adverse to public office, he did his duty to the public as a wise and 
faithful director in various institutions that are important to the wel- 
fare of the community. In private life Mr. Minot’s character was of 
singular charm. He was warm hearted and affectionate, most faithful 
in his friendships, delighting in liberal hospitality and unwearied in 
his efforts to make everybody about him happy, a pleasant task whica 
his cheerfulness and humor made easy to him.”

Married at Falmouth, 
Agnes, daughter of Richard Olney, Attorney General and Secretary of 
State under President Cleveland, and Agnes Park (Thomas) Olney, 
daughter of Judge Benjamin Thomas, Jamaica Plain (now Bosten), 
born 12 Feb. 1813; died 27 Sept. 1878; married Mary Ann Park, daugh- 
ter of John and Agnes Park of Boston and Worcester, born 26 Mav 
1811; died 13 Nov. 1885. (See ‘Richard Olney and his Public Service” 
by Henry James, 1923.) George and Agnes were married 28 October 
1890 by Rev. (now Bishop) William Lawrence (his college chum) and 
Rev. H. H. Smythe of Falmouth. She, Agnes, was born 3 Dec. 1861; 
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d. They lived at first in a hired house in Milton, where their 
son, and only child, Francis, was born 8 Nov. 1891, tenth generation. 
They bought many acres of land on Brush Hill Road, near Great

Obituary 


“The strength and spiritual wealth of the community depend largely 
upon the true, fine and modest lives that without publicity do their 
duty as citizens, uphold the highest standards of character and give 
courage and support to those about them. Such a man was George 
Richards Minot, who on Wednesday last passed away in the prime 
of manhood. Of the best New England stock, he was blessed with 
parents of rare character, kindness, good sense and noble ideals. The 
Minot house at Forest Hills and the one at Bar Harbor were the happi- 
est of homes. In a large company of children its simple but generous 
hospitality drew within its doors many friends, young and old. After 
several years at Mr. Dixwell’s school, Mr. Minot entered Harvard 
College with the class of 1871. Physical strength and activity soon 
gave him a position in athletics and placed him upon the University 
nine. Devotion to music and a tenor voice of much sweetness brought 
him early into the Glee Club. A frank, true and generous nature 
made him a favorite in the social life of the college. His tastes and 
conscience held him faithfully to his studies. Throughout the four 
years he sustained unsullied the purity of thought and life, the simple 
conscientiousness, the high sense of honor and the generous loyalty 
to his friends that went with him through life. 

“There was always a deep undertone of religious faith which, though 
rarely expressed in words, was very real and strong. Upon that the 
foundations of character were laid and by that his ideals were sustained. 


“Twenty-two years of active business life, an enthusiastic interest in- 


various musical clubs; devotion to his friends and especially to the 
children of his classmates, absorbed his time and widened the sphere 
of his helpful influence. His sympathy with child life and his love of 
children was one of his rare traits. Finally, in his own beautiful and 
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happy home in the country, which he loved, under the shadow of 
Blue Hill, Milton, the brightest future seemed to open. In his devo- 
tion to his wife and son his affectionate nature found its fullest joy. 
But that was all too short, and he was not, for God took him.

She died of pneumonia brought on 
by exposure a very cold day when doing a kindness for an intimate 
friend. ‘‘General grief and sorrow over the death on Thursday of 
Elizabeth Whitney Minot found expression in the large attendance 
at the funeral service for her, held at the King’s Chapel, at noon today. 
There was a notable outpouring of family friends and acquaintances, 
and the gathering included representatives of nearly all the prominent 
and well known families of this city and adjacent towns. Her life 
was consecrated to high objects and was worthy of the ancestors from 
whom she inherited the traditions of New England.”

Lawrence Genealogy 


English Ancestry. Sir Robert Lawrence was knighted by King 
Richard the Lion-hearted for gallant conduct at the siege of Acre in the 
third Crusade A.D. 1191. From him through sixteen generations of 
knights, squires, and hardy yeomen has been traced the descent of 
John Lawrence, a native of Wissett in Suffolk, who came to America 
about 1630. Ashton Hall, the ancient seat of the Lawrences, is near 
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Lancaster, England. The estate remained in possession of Lawrences 
until 1513. Then it passed to the Duke of Hamilton, who married a 
Lawrence daughter. Nicholas Lawrence, son of Sir Robert, was the 
ancestor of Major Samuel Lawrence of Groton, Mass. 

First Generation in America. John=Lawrence, son of Henry and 
Mary, baptized at Wissett Oct. 8, 1609. About the year 1635 he 
settled in Watertown, Mass., and married Elizabeth In 1662 
he moved to Groton and was a Selectman. He died at Groton July IT, 
1667. 

Second Generation. Nathaniel Lawrence, second son of John, was 
born at Watertown Oct. 15, 1639 and married Sarah Morse, daughter 
of John and Hannah Morse of Dedham. He lived in Groton. Moved 
to Charlestown 1694 and later to Cambridge Farms, and then to 
Lexington, and died there April 14, 1724. . 

Third Generation. John Lawrence, son of above, was born July 29, 
1667. He married Noy. 9, 1687, Hannah Tarbell of Groton. They 
removed to Cambridge Farms, now Lexington, 1693. He was Select- 
man many years. He died at Lexington March 12, 1747. 

Fourth Generation. Amos Lawrence, youngest child of above, was 
born Feb. 13, 1716. He married Nov. 7, 1749, Abigail, daughter of 
Nehemiah and Sarah Abbott of Lexington. He was a captain in the 
militia and for fifteen years Selectman at Groton. He died June 20, 
1785, at Groton. 

Fifth Generation. Samuel Lawrence, son of above, was born at 
Groton April 24, 1754 and married July 22, 1777, Susanna, daughter of 
William and Sarah Parker of Groton. When the Lexington alarm, 
April 19, 1775, sounded, he left his plough in the field, mounted a horse, 
notified the minute-men. Two Groton companies marched to Lexing- 
ton but arrived too late. These companies became part of Middlesex 
regiment. He was an orderly to Col. William Prescott. On June 16 
one thousand men marched to Charlestown and that night constructed 
a redoubt and breastworks upon Breed’s Hill. He was slightly 
wounded at battle of Bunker Hill June 17. He continued in service for 
more than three years. July 22, 1777 he had a brief furlough and mar- 
ried Susanna Parker. During the wedding ceremony the alarm-bell 
sounded. He left his bride to rejoin the regiment. Honorably dis- 
charged in Sept. 1778 he returned home. He was Selectman, Assessor 
and Clerk at Groton: For forty years he was Deacon of the church. 
He died Nov. 8, 1827 at Groton. 

Sixth Generation. William, son of above, was born Sept. 7, 1783; 
married May 20, 1813, Susan Ruggles, only child of William and 
Elizabeth Bordman of Boston. Their youngest child was christened 
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Mary Frances, born Aug. 19, 1828 at Boston. She changed her name 
after marriage to Fanny. She married March 3, 1852, Henry Augustus 
Whitney. He changed his name to Henry Austin after marriage. 
William Lawrence in early life managed his father’s farm. He came 
to Boston, 1809. He was in the dry goods business and was very 
successful. He retired in 1842. He was an original director of Suffolk 
Bank. He served nine years as a representative in the Mass. General 
Court. He was director of many companies. He lived on Southac 
Court, now Howard Street; 1822 at 3 Bulfinch Street, where Fanny 
was born. William Lawrence lived at 146 Tremont Street and his 
brother Amos at 158, corner of West Street, in Colonnade Row, and 
finally at 102 Beacon Street. He gave liberally to Lawrence Academy 
at Groton, Mass.

London, and the University of Copenhagen, among many others. 
He serves on various National Committees, such as those concerning 
arthritis, cancer and the U. S. Pharmacopeia, and is a member of the 
Advisory Council of the Am. Assoc. of Medical Social Workers. He ts 
also a member of various editorial boards. 

In his youth he was interested in lepidoptera and published two 
notes concerning butterflies. Throughout his professional career he 
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has studied particularly disorders of the blood. He has written over 
130 articles, chiefly on the blood, but also on arthritis, dietary deficiency 
and other topics. His collected papers are on file in the Library of the 
Harvard Medical School. He was one of the first to describe an 
atypical-familial hemorrhagic syndrome and has indicated means for 
the early diagnosis and prevention of certain industrial poisonings. 
He first wrote on pernicious anemia in 1914. In 1923 he commenced 
the study of the effect of liver in this disease. In 1925 William P. 
Murphy joined in the work, and in 1926 they reported on the regular 
and strikingly beneficial effects of feeding daily adequate amounts of 
liver to forty-five patients with pernicious anemia. Since then, with 
Edwin J. Cohn, he has demonstrated the effectiveness of certain frac- 
tions of liver. This discovery, verified all over the world, means that 
pernicious anemia, formerly 100 per cent fatal, can now be kept under 
control, and the patient does not die of the disease or suffer from it if 
properly treated with liver or allied products. (See article by Paul de 
Kruif, ““Men Against Death,” Harcourt Brace & Co., N. Y., 1932; also 
Scientific Monthly, Feb. 1935, page 194, concerning the discovery.)

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Weld Genealogy 


William Weld was High Sheriff of London in 1352. Sir Humphrey 
Weld was Sheriff and Lord Mayor of London in 1602. His grandson 
Humphrey Weld, Esq., purchased Lulworth Castle in Dorsetshire, 
England, in 1641. His descendants, the Weld-Blundells, live there still. 

Rev. Thomas Weld and his brother Captain Joseph Weld (sons of 
Edmund Weld), with Mrs. Joseph Weld, one son and three daughters, 
sailed with John Winthrop to America on the ‘“Wilham and Frances” 
from London March 9, 1632. They landed in Boston in early June, 
and within a month. Thomas was installed first pastor of the First 
Church in Roxbury. He was on the first board of overseers of Harvard 
College. He took a prominent part in the trial of Anne Hutchinson, 
who was lodged in Joseph Weld’s house one winter while awaiting 
banishment. Thomas Weld wrote several short historical religious 
books, copies of which are in the possession of Marian Weld Minot. 
He returned to England and became Vicar of the Parish of Saint Mary 
in Durham, where he died. 

Joseph Weld remained in America, and his son John followed him 
there in 1638. Joseph Weld was the richest man in the colony at the 
time of his death. 

In the record given below no children are recorded except the direct 
ancestor of Marian Weld Minot. 

First Generation in America. Edmund Weld, a cloth manufacturer 
in England, was the father of Joseph Weld. Joseph! Weld was born 
in Sudbury, Suffolk County, England, about 1600; died Oct. 7, 1646.

difficulty (a tumor on the brain) and on the morning of Sunday 4 
March, 1883, while sleeping, he passed gently away.’’ So simple a 
record may hardly seem worth public notice; but it derives a sanctity 
from having been the vesture of a lovely spirit. Rarely has so young a 
man so manifold a beauty. Those who knew him in his prime of 
youth must ever have taken pleasure in recalling the vision of his 
handsome form and features that were so distinct with purity and 
truth. Temptations may not have been so urgent to him as toa more 
active, eager temperament; but, nevertheless, his sense of justice and 
his power of righteous indignation were moral forces that every com- 
panion felt. His goodness was an ever present heip. Yet so gentle 
a being might we!l seem less fitted for struggles with this life than 
for entry to a better. Indeed, his own release cannot be regretted; 
but to his family, to whom the simplicity and tenderness of his affec- 
tion, singularly like a sweet child’s, made him an angel in the house, 
no amount or repetition of loving sympathy, nothing but perfect faith, 
can make good the loss. Such faith is right, for he needed no warning. 
Can it be irreverent to add; he scarcely needed to be “born again’’?

She lived 
at the house of William®? Minot, 1817-1894, at Woodbourne, and was 
known as ‘‘Aunt Kitty.” Her brother, Henry Dwight Sedgwick, 
second son of the first Theodore, was the most gifted of the brothers. 
He married, 1817, Jane Minot, daughter of George Richards Minot, 
1758-1802." 

Charles Sedgewick, born 15 Dec. 1791 at Stockbridge; moved to 
Lenox in 1820; died there 3 Aug. 1856. He was the youngest son of 
Judge Theodore Sedgwick, born 1746, of Stockbridge. Charles, like 
his three brothers, was educated for the bar. He was clerk of the 
courts in the county of Berkshire, Mass. Charles was the father of

Francis® Minot, third son of William’ Minot (Francis’, William’, 
George Richards®, Stephen’, Stephen’, Stephen’, John?, George’), born 
on Charles Street, Boston, 12 April 1821; died Milton, Mass., 11 May 
1899. His early education was obtained in various private schools. 
His father, after all his children had been born on Charles Street, built 
a house at 61 Beacon Street and he lived there until he died. Har- 
vard University 1841, A.B.; A.M.; 1544, M.D. The Medical School 
was on Mason Street, Boston. There were only four professors: 
Anatomy and Surgery, John Collins Warren; Theory and Practice of 
Physic, John Ware; Chernistry, John White Webster; Obstetrics, 
Walter Channing; he was also Dean. After leaving the Medical School 
Dr. Minot went to Europe for three years, most of the time at Paris. 
He returned in 1847. He took an office at 144 Charles Street, which 
he occupied until he was married. He belonged to a club which dined 
together oncea month. The members of the Club included Alexander 
Agassiz, John Quincy Adams, Edward Bangs, Judge William C. Endi- 
cott, John Lowell, Charles Eliot Norton, Francis Parkman, and Henry 
Austin Whitney. Dr. Minot was the secretary and only officer. 
The Club gave his daughter, Julia, a silver tray inscribed with all the 
names as a wedding present, 19 May 1886. 

He was the permanent secretary of the Harvard Class of 1841. 

In 1859 he was elected visiting physician to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital and served in this capacity for twenty-nine years. 
In 1888 he became consulting physician for the rest of his life. A new 
medical school building was erected at the end of North Grove Street 
next to the hospital in 1847. There was no well-organized course then. 
This was brought about by President Eliot of Harvard College in 1870. 
Dr. Minot held, 1869-1871, the position of Instructor of Theory and
